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SUMMARY OF STATISTICS 


In 1969, the National Library of Australia received 3,939 publications 
published in Australia and the Australian External Territories. This was 509 more 
than the 3,430 publications received by the Library in 1968, 


The publications received in 1969 consisted of 1,905 books (non- 
periodical publications of at least 49 pages) and 2,034 pamphlets (non-periodical 
publications of 5 to 48 pages ). Books classified as "Social sciences" formed the 
largest group of books (566, including Bills and Acts of Parliament); 291 books 
were classified as "literature" (mainly Australian fiction), 323 as "technology, 
business", and 206 as "science", Of the 2,034 pamphlets, the largest number of 
titles (866) was classified as "social sciences" (also including Acts and Bills of 
Parliament), and 569 as "technology, business". There were 44 books and 54 
pamphlets classified as children's publications; and 244 books and 47 pamphlets 
as school textbooks. 


Government publishers accounted for 35.3% of the 3,939 publications, 
and trade publishers for 32.5%. 


Of the 3,939 publications received in 1969, 2,701 were published in 
that year, 1,000 in 1968, 225 in 1967, and 13 in 1966.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES ah 


Statistics about Australian book publishing are prepared from data 
supplied by the National Library of Australia. Through the operation of the deposit 
provisions of the Copyright Act 1912-1968, and through its overseas collection agents 
and its own efforts, the Library receives practically all books and pamphlets 
published in Australia (including the External Territories), although not necessarily 
in the year of publication. 


Ze Publications described as "received" during the year, include those for 
which cataloguing was completed up to the end of the following February. Receivals by 
the Library in the years 1965 to 1969, classified according to year of publication, 
are shown in Table 1; Table 3 refers to receivals from 1967 to 1969, Tables 2 and 4 
to receivals in 1969. In so far as the statistics are classified according to the 
year of publication, the figures are subject to revision as publications come to hand 
subsequent to the year of publication. Most publications are received within three 
years of publication. 


Die The method of counting conforms to international practice. Hach title is 
counted as one unit. The figures cover all books and pamphlets published in 
Australia and the External Territories. For purposes of these statistics, a book 

is a non-periodical publication of at least 49 pages, and a pamphlet is a non- 
periodical publication of no less than five and not more than 48 pages. 


4, The statistics include first editions and re-editions. A first edition 
is the first publication of an original manuscript or a translation. A re-edition 

is a publication distinguished from previous editions by changes made in the contents 
(revised edition) or layout (new edition). Publications unchanged in contents and 
layout, apart from the correction of typographical errors, are called reprints and 
are not included in the statistics. A publication by any publisher other than the 
original publisher is regarded as a re-edition, whether or not changes have been 
made. Numbers of first editions and re-editions are shown in Tables%3 and 5. 


Os The figures include government publications, school textbooks, offprints, 
illustrated works, and publications which form part of a series, but not periodicals. 
They exclude publications of a transitory nature (such as advertising matter), 
programmes of entertainments, etc., regulations of business firms, calendars, 

musical works, maps and charts, and books and pamphlets not made available to the 
public, The number of publications in foreign languages, and of children's books 

and textbooks are given, for 1969 receivals, in Table 4. 


6. A classification of books and pamphlets according to whether they are 
published by government authorities, by trade publishers or by others, is available 
for publications received in 1969. The statistics appear in Table 2. The National 
Library of Australia defines trade publishers as organisations, set up predominantly 
for publishing, whose title output is significant and widely available through the 
bookselling trade.
